The Axis have been using their 
armour a little more freely during 
the past few days, Reuter states. In 
one sector on Wednesday more than 
200 tanks opposed the Allies’ slowly 
advancing forces. Although in such 
large numbers, they failed to put in 
a combined attack. Instead, the 
force split up into. battle groups, 
tapping various points along the 
British front, and pausing here and 
there to conduct a “shoot” at a 
range of well over a mile. Allied 
tank crews were sufficiently success- 
ful in picking off Axis machines to 
bring their- total for the day to 
double figures. 

There is no confirmation in Cairo 
of reports put out by both Rome 
and Berlin that attempted landings 
have been made behind the Axis 
lines in the Mersa Matruh area. 
Rome said : ‘Two attempts to land 
troops in the Mersa Matruh area 
were foiled, with notable enemy 
losses, by the prompt intervention 
ot our defences.’ Berlin claimed 
that British forces approached the 
coast in a fleet of landing boats 
“age by destroyers, but after 

our fully-laden ‘barges had been 
sunk withdrew again. 


IN THE AIR 


The Axis are being hard hit from 
the sky, too. Allied air activity has 
forced more German and Italian 
fighters to the air. Many of them 
are new machines. American airmen 
have been doing great work. In the 
five days since the new offensive 
started they have accounted for 22 
Axis fighters, with the loss of only 
two to themselves. Fourteen were 
Messerschmitt 109’s, four Macchi 
202’s. and four Fiat C.R. 42’s. 

Allied long-rarige fighter pilots have 
contributed largely to the ham- 
stringing of Marshal Rommel’s ship- 
ping and supply lines. It says much 
for the skill and resourcefulness of 
these pilots that they have not lost 
a single aircraft since the new air 
an..Jpore than. three 
weeks ago. e Axis are believed 
to be carrying fuel supplies by air, 
as a result of the constant sinking 
of tankers.—(Reuter.) 


BRITISH REPORT 


The British report yesterday 
stated: “ During Wednesday night 
our infantry further extended their 
gains in ground formerly held by 
the enemy. A further number of 
German prisoners were taken. 

“There were minor engagements 
with enemy armoured troops yester- 
day, on whom casualties were in- 
flicted. Fighting continues.

AXIS. REPORTS 


The German News Agency said 
last night:—‘‘In Egypt the heavy 
fighting continues. ‘This evening the 
main German-ltalian fighting line is 
still firmly in our hands.”’ 

The agency stated that the main 
Axis line is not a continuous line of 
fortifications stretching  Írom the 
Mediterranean to the Qattara De- 
pression, but consists of bases with 
overlapping zones of fire, where 
‘“ superior enemy forces have made 
sinall breaches.’ —(Keuter. ) 

Rome Radio yesterday reported a 
‘brief, but violent, battle between 
German and British tanks, which 
had succeeded in temporarily infil- 
trating into our defensive positions. 
Eight enemy tanks were destroyed 
and the remainder damaged.”’ 

After saying that Axis infantry 
inflicted heavy losses and took several 
hundreds of New Zealanders prisoners 
following up the British tanks, the 
alnouncer asserted that “ at no point 
liad the enemy been able to_make 
any marked advance.”’ 

“It is not wise at this stage, the 
announcer said, ''to make any fore- 
cast on the outcome of the battle. 
There is no doubt that the British 
have accumulated all their available 
resources for this great offensive.’’— 
(Reuter.) 


TURKISH VIEW

JAMES JOYCE 


“GREEK TO ME,” SAYS 
JUDGE 


In the Chancery Division, London. 
yesterday, Mr. Justice E. Bennett 
was asked by the administrators of 
the late Mr. James Agusta Joyce. 
otherwise known as James Augustine 
Aloysius Joyce, the author, who 
died at Zurich, Switzerland, in 
January, 1941, to decide the domicile 
of the testator. 

Mr. <A. P. Vanneck, for the 
administrator, stated that Joyce was 
of [righ parentage, and was born 
at Dublin in 1882. He was an 
author of some repute. 

Mr. Justice Bénnett—What sort 
of books did he write? 

Mr. Vanneck—I think his best- 
known book was called ‘‘ Ulysses.” 

Mr, Justice Bennett—It sounds 


Greek to me. 

Mr. Vanneck said Joyce left 
Dublin án i, -and - afterwards 
lived in Paris and Trieste. In 1951 
jhe came to London, and took a flat 
at Kennington. The climate did not 
suit him, however, and he returned 
to Paris the same year. In June. 
1932, he set out with his family 
for London, but just before starting 
his daughter had a nervous break- 
dewn, and he cancelled the journey. 
When the war broke out he was at 
Vichy, and finally he went to 
Zurich. . : 

Mr.- Justice Bennett held that at 
the time of his death the testator 
was domiciled in England.

GERMANS CLAIM 


NINE SHIPS 


German High Command, in a 
special announcement yesterday 
over the German radio, claimed 
that U-boats operating in the

Britain, sinking nine ‘ships, 
totalling 68,500 tons.”’ 
The announcement adds that the 


ships were sunk by a group of 
German U-boats under difficult 
weather conditions, in deter- 
mined and repeated and night 
attacks, despite strong defences. 

‘‘ Other ships were damaged by 
torpedo hits. In addition, our 
U-boats sank six ships, totalling

Association football, was a member 
of Clontarf and St. Anne’s Golf 
Clubs, and also rowed for the 
Neptune Boat Club. He joined up 
during the last war, serving with 
the 37th Division of the British 
Expeditionary Force from 1917 until 
1919, when he returned to Dublin 
and resumed his work with this news- 
paper. He was a Fellow of the Asso- 
ciation of Corporate Accountants. 

John O’Dockery was a man who 
compelled affection as well as 
respect. During his long associa- 
tion with the J/rish Times he 
endeared himself to every member 
of the staff, and when he was 
appointed General Manager in the 
place of Mr. J. J. Simington, who 
retired in May, 1941, his choice was 
exceedingly popular.
